EW YORK, Nov. 26.— 

Complete new car regis- 
tration returns for October 
received to date from 22 
states and the District of Co- 
lumbia, and compiled by Au- 
tomotive Daily News, show 
total sales of 94,252 units, as 
compared with 62,578 in Oc- 
tober, 1927. The gain is 31,- 
674 cars, or 51 per cent. 
Total sales in October of this 
year were only 403 under the 
September registrations in 
these states, which was 
94,655. 

Ford registrations in the twenty - 
three geographical divisions ac- 
counted last month for 25,633 cars, 
or 27.19 per cent. of the total, 

registrations were 17,754, 
or 18.83 per cent. of the total. Next 
in order were Buick, with 6,004, 
or 6 per cent.; Whippet 4,164, or 4 
per cent.; Nash 4,450, or 5 per 
cent.; Dodge 3,495, or 4 per cent., 
and Durant 1,964, or 2 per cent. 


[In nineteen states and the District ' 


of Columbia, Ford led in the regis- 
trations last month and Chevrolet 
was second; in three states—Kansas, 
New Mexico and South Dakota— 
Chevrolet topped the list, with Ford 
second. Buick captured third place 
in sixteen states and the District of

that not all sales managers are good diplomatists, who know 
how to bend rules on occasion. 

Obviously any manufacturer has the right to protect his 
interests by demanding a certain grade of representation. 
T'o insure this the company must have rules. It must insist 
that a dealer maintain a place of business that reflects credit 
on the line. To make sure of this some companies demand 
that a dealer’s shall Jeast certain 
minimum frontage. This is fair enough, but obviously such 
a rule must be applied with a certain amount of leeway. 

On a recent occasion a dealer reader of The Automotive 
Daily News had a somewhat disturbing experience with 
rule of this sort and a situation developed that must have 
had many parallels in other cases. 

' This dealer operates in 
extremely good record for sales in his comparatively small 
territory. He had recently signed a five-year lease for a 
show room on the main street of his town. One day a district 
representative of his manufacturer's sales 
dropped into his place of business to look things over. He 
told the dealer that his company had established a rule 
setting a minimum foot frontage for sales rooms and that 
his establishment fell five feet short of meeting the require- 
ments. The dealer explained the situation and his recent 
signing of a five-year lease. The representative sympathized 
with him, but insisted that the rule was adamant and that 
he would have to comply with it. 

The dealer was placed in a most embarrassing position. 
It was impossible to increase his frontage. 
was responsible for his present quarters for five years. In 
his town renting a place of the sort he occupied was not easy. 
To secure a new layout of the kind needed to comply with the 
company rule meaat the erection of a building and this the 
dealer could not finance at the time. His situation looked 
znything but pleasant. 

Finally the dealer deiermined to lay his case before the 
sales head of the district, thcugh he had little hope of being

Often a rule that will bend is very 
much better than a law of the Medes and Persians, “which 
changeth not.”

Carnegie Tech Reports on New 
| And Improved Steel Processing 


Washington, Nov. 26.—Sounder 
and more dependable steel, with 
the objective of elimination of so- 
called “dirty” inclusions, is dis- 
cussed in two reports just pub- 
lished by the Carnegie Institute of 
Technology, in co-operation with 
the United States Bureau of Mines. 
The joint reports are regarded as 

of vast importance to the automo- 
tive industry, which consumes 16 
per cent. of the steel produced in 
this country, according to a recent 
survey by C. F. Kettering, presi- 
dent of the General Motors Re- 
search Corporation. 

Present-day interest in the ques- 
;tion of “dirty steel” has arisen 
| primarily from the 
rigid specifications on various 
| grades and from the growing con- 
| viction that non-metallic inclusions 
; are the source of many difficulties, 
| it is pointed out in the reports. 
| “The importance of inclusions 
| has unquestionably been over-em- 
phasized in many cases,”: one report 
reads, “but on the other hand many 
unpublished instances could be 
recorded where all evidence pointed 
to inclusions as the primary cause 


for the failure of steel in rolling or | 


in service.

“In May, 1926, the Bureau of 
|Mines, in co-operation with the 
| Carnegie Institute, began a study of 
the physical chemistry of steel 
making. 

| The two reports were prepared 
| by C. H. Herty, Jr., physical chem- 

ist of the Bureau of Mines, and G. 
R. Fitterer, and J. F. Eckel, re- 
| search fellows of the Carnegie In- 
| stitute. One of the reports is a 
| Study of the methods devised by 
| J. H. S. Diekenson for the deter- 
mination of non-metallic inclusions 

in steel.

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PUBLIC ROADS BUREAU 
EMPHASIZES FUNCTIONS 
IN HIGHWAY RESEARCH 


Washington, Nov. 26.—Reporting 
On the year’s activities of the Bu- 
reau of Public Roads, Thomas H. 
MacDonald, chief of the bureau, 
emphasized the functions of the 
bureau as a research organization 
operating in behalf of all road 
building agencies, and also the ser- 
vice in co-ordinating the various 
highway systems, including those 
designated as Federal Aid, State, 
Forest, and Park highways. 

The report, made public yester- 
day by Secretary of Agriculture 
Jardine, summarizes the work of 
the bureau for the year ended June 
30, and includes detailed reports of 
work done in each state, of sums 
expended and resulis achieved by | 
the highway engineers, and also of 
the various studies of drainage, 
irrigation machinery .and farm 
construction, which have gone for- 
ward under the division of agricul- 
tural engineering. 

“During the fiscal 
says Mr. MacDonald, “improvements 
were completed on 8,184 miles of 
Federal-aid road which had not 
previously been improved with Fed- 
eral assistance. Advanced stages 
of improvement were completed on 
2,014 miles. At the close of the 
year initial improvements were in 
progress on 9,494 miles and ad- 
vanced or stage construction was 
under way on 1,285 miles.”
